Some of us would turn our thoughts to wars to come and 
avert them by the deadliness of our war machinery. 

Who is right? 

The collossal sufferings of the past decade are too near yet 
for us to get them in their entirety within the range of our 
vision. 

If we could be lifted to a timeless pinnacle above the 
world and see them in the perspective of the ages we would feel 
better able to cope with the situation that confronts us. 

It is this vision that the leaders at Washington seek to ob¬ 
tain through the mingling of their view-points. 

Where lie the roots of war, and how may they be stifled? 
A writer returning from Germany early in 1914 published 
the following, that in view of the subsequent events is not only 
prophetic, but clarifies to d measure the question that is up¬ 
permost in our minds. 

“When painting becomes a fevered creation of barbarous 
color-contrasts and eccentric draftsmanship, when poetry casts 
aside the rhythms of nature and seeks satisfaction in a juggling 
of words to express the weakness of the individual, when fiction 
frees herself from the proportions and norms of healthy living 
and gormandizes on the rotten fruit of self indulgence and self¬ 
abuse, when the human mind turns inward to brood upon the 
chimeras of its own weak personality until it has'distorted them 
into impelling spectres that rule its life; then some kind mis¬ 
fortune intervenes to call men to fight, struggle and suffer, that 
they may be purged of their abnormalities and again find joy 
in the common beauties and normal relations of life. 

We are so accustomed to seek the causes for war in political 
intrigue and the acts of rulers, that it comes as something of 
a shock to find them attributed to deeper sources. 


And yet it does not require a student of sociology to see 
the forewarnings of war in the thoughts of the wan ing peo¬ 
ples. 

The period of loose morality if not immorality that extend¬ 
ed even to some extent into this country prior to the last war 
has been commented upon generally.

The records of people’s thoughts as chronicled in their art 
and literature are a sure index to their destiny. 

Anyone seeing Germany through her art and her literature 
immediately prior to the war, saw her as a sick nation needing 
the strongest purgatives such as only death and destruction 
provides to cure her of her sickness. 


Her paintings, particularly those ol the secession school, 
depicted the hideous and disgusting aspects of life in color jan- 
ghs that found no counterpart in nature. 

Her literature dealt with the abnormal with the undercur¬ 
rent of fearful foreboding. 

Her philosophy was in the hands of such men as Nietsche 
and Bernhardi, writers of skill perhaps, but breeders of destruc¬ 
tive thoughts, heralding the individual as independent of his 
community, and awarding to physical prowess iree reign ovei 
moral principles and the will of the majority. 

We cannot run amuck in this world and go counter to na¬ 
ture's scheme of law and order without sooner or later sulieiing 
the consequences. 

And if we are really serious about the problems that the 
day revives we will look deeper than the acts of ruleis and 
statesmen for the causes of war. 

“Give me the making ol a nation s songs and I care not who 
makes its laws,” was said with greater insight into interna¬ 
tional affairs than the casual observer would admit . 

For in songs and verses, pictures and stories, a nation, un¬ 
consciously perhaps, mirrors its inner thoughts, and in the 
thoughts of the populace lie the causes lor war. 

Curiously enough in Ancient Greece, taking its heritage of 
th night from Egypt and Assyria there started with two great 
thinkers two threads of thought that can be traced down thru 
the ages until they meet again in the recent conflict. 

Aristotle contributed to the world the sylogism, placing the 
source of all knowledge in things material perceived by the 
senses. We will call his thread of thought materialism, and it 
ended in Germany. 

Plato gave to the world ideas, giving credence to the be¬ 
lief that our knowledge came from within through some mental

As we sit and ponder over its significance to the world let 
us go deeper than the question ol arms and armanents, laws and 
political intrigue, and study the thoughts of the people. 

For it is in the thoughts of the people that we will find the 

roots of war. 

Whither are our own thoughts leading us? 

Are we attuned to the great laws through which we move 
and have our being. 

To-day is Armistice Day.

Best Argument 


The Sierra Madre Chapter of the 
Red Cross has a ^reat Record of 
achievement during the past year 
which is an unanswerable argument 
as to the value of this work and the 
necessity for continuing it in the 
community. 

It isn’t possible to tell all that has 
been done, but here are a few of the 
highlights, gathered from the reports 
with some verv human details tacked 
on to the dry figures by those who 
have been in touch with the work. 

First comes the item of $488 paid 
out for assistance to ex-service men 
and their families. That may not 
seem such a large sum as mere mon¬ 
ey but fiu-ured from the standpoint of 
the amount needed to tide over till 
the compensation check came, or the 
difference between bare existence and 
a little comfort, or as representing 
food and warmth and a place to 
sleep for the poor chap who was 
sick and had no relatives to help and 
no place to turn, totaling up the suf¬ 
fering it prevented, that $488 was a 
mightv hard working, dividend pro¬ 
ducing bunch of money. It probably 
would take first prize away from any 
other similar amount spent by any¬ 
body in this town during the year. 

Then there was $615 paid for the 
car supplied the municipal nurse. A 
Ford runabout doesn’t sound particu- 
I larlv romantic, but the tales that car 
could tell if it ever started to talk. 

I The food and the clothing and the 
| medicine and flowers and general 
helpfulness it has hauled around this 
town to the needy and the sick, to say 
| nothing of bringing the assistance of 
the nurse promptly and often. The 
| work in this place really calls for two 
nurses, but there isn’t the money to 
I pay for a second one. So the Red 
S Cross workers decided the next best 
thing was to increase the efficiency 
I of the one we had—make tw’o or three 
visits sprout where only one grew' be- 
j fore, as it were —and the car was 
bought. 

Its value to the community as a 
j whole simply can’t be figured in dol- 
| lars and cents. Any citizen can see 
j the nurse’s reports and figure up the 
number of calls made each month and 
the number of fumigations and the 
j notices posted and all that, but that 
! is merely the skeleton of the work, 
| the bony framework which sustains 
| the living, breathing vital community 
| -novice which is made possible thru 
| the Red Cross help. 

The Local Relief is another activity 
! of the Red Cross. The Thanksgiving 
! and Christmas baskets that bring 
cheer to many a home that without 
: them might have but a drab, unhap- 
| py time of it W’hile all the rest of 
i the town was celebrating, are the 
work of this section. And there are 
the families that need help over cru- 
; cial times when sickness or death has 
j played havoc with the family finances. 

| That’s when the w'ork of this com- 
mittee changes panic and utter de¬ 
spair into hope and a w’ill to make 
, the fight for better things. 

And there are those who have borne 
the burden and heat of the day and 
now they are old and have no more 
j strength to work and life has dealt 
| hardly with them and they have so 
little with which to keep the tired-out 
bodies in comfort for the time that 
j is left. It isn’t easy being tired and 
old and poor. They, if any, under- 
j stand the lines, “The little more, and 
how much it is, the little less and 
what miles away.” The Local Relief 
; with its timely aid has brought the 
1 “little more” into several lives the 
past year. The $474 that committee 
spent represents so much more in act¬ 
ual good accomplished than any fig¬ 
ures or dollar marks can possibly 
convey. 

Some of the most valuable work 
doesn’t come into the financial col¬ 
umns at all. There are the calls made 
on the ex-service men who are sick 
and in need of a little friendliness; the 
hunting up of records and expediting 
I claims for compensation; the thousand 
I and one things that come along day 
after day, no one of thorn perhaps of 
monumental importance apparently, 
but the leaving them undone would 
mean delay and trouble and possible 
privation for somebody. 

The above are the things the Chap- 
j ter has been doing locally, but Si¬ 
erra Madre has never shirked its 
share in the work of the world and 
our Chapter has answered the calls 
for assistance from across the seas. 
Some of the funds were used for pur¬ 
chasing materials and the women of 
the Chapter made two dozen layettes 
for tho European Relief. That may 
not, seem very much to one who hasn't 
had experience with the sewing, but :t 
represents many hours of faithful

The headquarters for the Red Cross 
Roll Call will be in Roland Adams’ 
Furniture Store, 14 N. Baldwin Ave. 
Everybody who can possibly do so is 
urged to stop in there within the next 
day or two and sign un for member¬ 
ship. This will save much time and 
labor on the part of the solicitors. 

The Roll Call committee is out for 
that quota of 900 members but they 
are out for something more. Tney 
want to get one-hundred members 
at $5.00 each and fifty members 
at $10.00 each. The other seven 
hundred and fifty will be dollar mem¬ 
berships unless some of them just in¬ 
sist on paying more. 

The Committee has decided that by 
this plan they will have a budget al¬ 
most equal to last year’s and that it 
will not be necessary, if they obtain 
these memberships, to raise any ad¬ 
ditional funds during the year. The 
work ahead, as nearly as it can be 
estimated, without counting in any 
earthquake or floods, will require be¬ 
tween fifteen hundred and two thou¬ 
sand dollars, and it seems better to 
gather it in at once and have the ag¬ 
ony over with. 

Everybody can give a dollar, that 
is practically everybody. As one of 
the workers expressed it, “Sierra Ma¬ 
dre shouldn’t think of stopping with 
nine hundred members. We ought to 
have fifteen hundred at the very least, 
just to show these big cities, where 
they have to beg and plead to get 
their quota, what we can do.” 

The reporter was asked to lay par¬ 
ticular stress on the advisability of 
the men and women who go into Los 
Angeles to business turning in their 
membership here immediately. They 
will be importuned on every street 
corner in the big city drive and if they 
have this year’s button, they are im¬ 
mune. Los Angeles gets many of 
the members rightfully belonging to 
us each year, and somehow we don’t 
get the credit either. Pay your dol¬ 
lar right here in your home town. 

Major Charles Flovd is Director of 
the Roll Call and serving under him 
as a central committee will be the 
officers and directors of the local 
chapter, Mr. Robert Mitchell, Chair¬ 
man, Mrs. W. E. Walker, Vice-chair¬ 
man, Mr. Herbert Ingraham, Treas¬ 
urer, Mrs. J. H. Wright, Secretary, 
Mesdames, Andre, Louis Dietz, W.

think the chief cause for complaint is 
to be found with the provision mer¬ 
chants. No fair minded person can 
help feeling that the prices here for 
food stuffs are more than they should 
be. 

I realize that the small town mer¬ 
chant has expenses in excess of his 
town competitor in many lines. He 
cannot buy in such large quantity, 
his loss on spoilage is greater propor¬ 
tionately, and he has his delivery ser¬ 
vice expense. 

The person who calls up over the 
telephone and wants a loaf of bread 
and a bunch of spinach delivered at 
the other end of town is adding to 
the expense of everything in the 
store, but delivery seems a necessary 
evil. 

But what I want to get at is this: 
I come into a grocery store with my 
basket, pay cash and 1 carry my stuff 
home and I pay just the same price 
as the woman who gives her order 
by phone and has it delivered. The 
people who buy in the city and carry 
the stuff home are willing to take 
that trouble for the sake of saving 
a few cents on each article. Would it 
not be possible for the merchants to 
give a certain per cent off to the cus¬ 
tomers who came in and carried home 
their own stuff? Not say, “You can 
have a can of beans for twenty-five 
cents and this s as cheap as we 
can sell it,” but, “This can of beans 
costs you twenty-five cents delivered. 
Come in and pay cash and carry it 
home and you can have it for so 
much less.” Wouldn’t it be worth a 
trial ?

Some time ago your paper was 
boosting a trade at home movement 
showing the advantage it would bring 

to Sierra Madre. 

This trade at home movement 
would be a great thing for our city 
if the merchants were behind such a 
movement in the proper way. This 
means the best quality of goods sold 
at the least possible margin of prof- 
it. 

The present aim of our worthy 
merchants, is to gouge all the profits 
the trade will stand. Consequently 
we have prices from fifteen to fifty 
per cent above their city competitors, 
with the exceptions of a few staple 
articles, such as Bull Durham, etc. 

Here in Sierra Madre where rent, 
overhead and labor, are much cheaper 
these conditions should not exist. 

Even in our family of five, the re¬ 
turn fare to Pasadena can be saved 
on meat alone, leaving a clear saving 
of fifteen to fifty per cent on other 
commodities. 

So in conclusion, I say I would like 
to see our merchants wake up, realize 
the war is over, come down to a legit¬ 
imate profit, get behind this trade 
at home movement and push it to a 
grand success.

The talk about the Red Cross Roll Call has naturally brought 
to mind some of the Red Cross work during the war and in¬ 
evitably the part played by the women comes before ones mem- 
tal vision. From that, to thinking about the part played by the 
women in the development of this town, is just an easy step and 
suddenly one realizes that if it hadn’t been for the women, there 
might not have been much of a town. 

Way back in the early times, the women were the ones who 
organized the church societies and gave the entertainments and 
suppers which played so large a part in the social life of the 
new community and, as the town grew, their activity grew. 

The city of today and the city of tomorrow owes a big debt 
of gratitude to those forward looking women who organized the 
Womans Club and by their unwavering faith in the future of 
the city and the need for the club work, made it the powerful 
instrument for community upbuilding which it has been and still 
is. k 

In those days the financing of the ten thousand dollar project 
of the Club House was much more of an undertaking in propor¬ 
tion to the town than the building of the Firemen’s Club today. 
And how the women worked to pay off the debt. Dinners and 
dances and parties—they gave and they worked and then they 
went and paid for their own tilings! 

All the time they were working to clear the debt, they were 
doing a much bigger thing for the community life. The Club 
House furnished the central point around which all the social 
life of the community centered. The club programs and sec¬ 
tions brought the women of this little town into close touch 
with the larger activities of women everywhere. Their outlook 
broadened and the beneficial effect was reflected in many phases

Rust Threatens 

State’s Sugar Pine 

The work of the fungus parasite 
that leads a dual life was een by the 
foresters of 21 states at the annual 
meeting of the State Foresters’ As¬ 
sociation held this year at Chester- 
town, New York .according to Mer¬ 
ritt B. Pratt, California Deputy State 
Forester, who recently returned from 
a trip East, during which time he at¬ 
tended the meeting. The White Pine 
Blister Rust, a forest tree disease 
which is doing severe damage to tin- 
white pines in the eastern state-, was 
the central topic of the conference. 
The fungus which causes this disease 
can harm the white pines only after 
a period of growth on currant or 
gooseberry leaves. 

This disease has become prevalent 
throughout the New England State-, 
and Minnesota, but has not yet been 
found on the Pacific Coast. Sugar 
Pine is susceptible to the Blister Rus*t, 
and western foresters agree that, 
should the disease become established 
in California ,it would speedily be¬ 
come the most serious forest tree pest 
in the State, not even excepting the 
destructive Pine Bark Bottle, which 
at present is doing considerable dam¬ 
age in the lumbering sections. 

There are 62 different kinds of wild 
currants and gooseberries native to 
the Pacific Coast, and if the Blister 
Rust should gain a foothold in this 
region it would be very hard to com¬ 
bat on account of the difficulty of 
eradicating the currants and goose¬ 
berries which spread the disease. 

A rigid quarantine against the 
shipment into California of white 
pine trees and currant and goose¬ 
berry bushes is bein" maintained by 
the State Department of Agriculture 
in cooperation with the State Board 
of Forestry to prevent the introduc¬ 
tion of Pine Blister Rust into the 
State. A federal quarantine, rohi- 
biting the shipment of nursery stock 
of this kind from eastern states west 
of the Missisppi River is a further 
protection. The State Board of For¬ 
estry, however, urges the cooperation 
of the people in protecting the Cali¬ 
fornia Sugar Pine by allowing no 
white pine trees or currant or goose¬ 
berry bushes to be shipped to them 
from outside the State.
